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11. (Twice Amended) The method according to claim 1/ wherein 
said sample is selecte d from the group consisting of [derived from] 
a genetically [engineer] engineered organism, a genetically [or] 
transformed organism, [and/or] and a conditioned organism. 

12. (Twice Amended) The method according to claim 1, wherein 
the [detection] detecting of the condition of the organism serves 
for examining and recording the overall condition of the organism 
[without the need to recur to hypotheses] in order to reveal any 
deviations from a reference condition. 



13. (Twice Amended) The method according to claim 1, wherein 
the [detection] detecting of the condition of a transformed 
organism serves for examining and recording the overall condition 
of the organism [without the need to recur to hypotheses] in order 
to reveal any changes of the transformed organism for revealing the 
occurrence of peptides connected with the transformation which are 
[casually] related to metabolic changes.
